No disinterested person will criti­ 
cise the new regulation under the se­ 
lective d ra ft law th at puts into active 
service every man who is not follow ­ 
ing some useful occupation. 
It will 
come hard, perhaps, to do w ithout 
professional baseball, horse races and 
other - amuseme nt- of th a t .-ort. in­ 
cluding the betting on cotton, storks 
and other com m odities and security «, 
but we will become accustom ed to it. 
And as for baseball, we w ill continue 
to have the am ateu r team s th a t will 
furnish us w ith such am usem ent as 
we need, and perhaps rouse our en­ 
thusiasm to a high* r pitch. 
Recog­ 
nizing the need for am usem ents as a 
diversion for the mind, w e will have 
theatricals and m oving rioter* s, for 
it is well understood by even am ateur 
psychologists th a t “all w oik and no 
play m akes Jack a dull boy,” ^an d 
“ A little hum or now and then is re l­ 
ished by the b est of mc n."

is required to rep o rt the facts and fu r­ 
loughs of such men are a p t to be re­ 
called. 
A condition arises under th e selec­ 
tive service act w hen by other laws 
that have been passed for the jeriod 
of this w ar are being m ade the sub­ 
ject of criticism . 
A good m any negro 
women, perfectly able and capable of 
doing W'ork, refuse em ploym ent in the 
homes of the w hite people because 
they are g ettin g an allowance of $25 
or $30 
on the pay of their husbands 
or other relatives and find it su ffi­ 
cient to live upon. 
In m an\ cases 
here this d- privies w hite women of th* 
opportunity to do w ork in the 
Red 
Cross rooms or engage in other of 
the w ar activities, being able to get 
no servants. 
W e assum e th a t the 
sp irit of all the law s along this line 
is to require everybody to w ork, no 
m atter how rich or poor they m ay 
be. They m ust engage in som e useful 
em ploym ent, which m ay be keeping 
house, running a ty p ew riter, sew ing 
buttons on brow n .shirts or som ething 
th a t is of value to the governm ent, 
directly or indirectly. 
N egro women 
who lie around and do nothing, and 
w hite women fo r th a t m atter, and 
have no legitim ate excuse are certain ­ 
ly as much slackers as are these men 
whom the new regulations seek to put 
a t w ork or a t fighting. 
As a rule 
little com plaint can be lodged against 
the women of th is country, fo r they 
have come forw ard in m agnificent 
m anner and are 
doing 
th eir 
p a rt 
splendidly and to the best of th eir 
ability and train in g . 
They who are 
deprived of th e privilege of doing pub­ 
lic w ork m ay be m aintaining good 
hom es and raising patriotic boys and 
girls who will be m ade fit to occupy 
The places of th eir fath ers and b ro th ­ 
e r and big si,to rs la te r on.

A. W eddington, aged 42, one of 
W aco’s very prom inent citizens, was 
found dead a t his home, Seventeenth 
and B lair streets, shortly before 6 
o’clock this m orning. 
News of his 
sudden 
dem ise spread rapidly over 
the city, causing the m ost sincere and 
profound regret. 
The funeral will take place tom or­ 
row m orning a t IO o’clock from the 
F irst B aptist church, 
Rev. J. M. 
Dawson officiating. 
Interm ent will 
be m ade a t Oakwood. 
Mr. W eddington cam e to W aco as 
a lad of 15. 
He w as born at B ryan, 
and had been associated w ith N ash,

errand boy and collector,

first cam e to th is city. 
He had been 
m anager of the N ash-Robinson yards 
a t both M art and M cG regor, coming 
back here in about 1911.

From S atu rd ay ’* D ally E agle 
Guion hall, the new assem bly build­ 
ing of A. and M. college, w as dedi­ 
cated this m orning in the presence of 
the students of the college, the cam pus 
residents and quite a num ber of busi­ 
ness men from ryan. 
All the seats 
thus far installed w ere occupied, and 
folding (h airs were placed fo r those 
who did not have other seats. 
'I he 
hall w as thus occupied and used for 
the first tim e, and will likely not be 
used again until the opening session 
in the fall. 
President W. B. Bi/.zell took charge 
of the exercises, occupying the cen­ 
tral chair on the stage, and u t his 
rig h t w as E , H. A ,tin of the board 
and a t his le ft the guest of honor, 
John I. Guion of B allinger, for whom 
the hall w as named, and who delivered 
the address. 
O fficers of the college 
and m em bers of the faculty occupied 
o th er chairs on til*’ platform . 
The first words spoken in the dedi­ 
catory service w ere an invocation to 
God by Rev. J. B. Jam ison of St. An 
drew s church, B ryan, and w as followed 
by the patriotic h>mn, “A m ciica.” 
"C harles E . F riley, reg istra r, gave 
a brief history of Guion hall, such a 
building being made necessary by the 
condem nation of the old chapel, which 
when the student body firs t exceeded 
1000 in 1910, became too sm all. 
The 
original bill appropriated through e r­ 
ror, $1,000,000, later corrected 
to 
$100,000. The plans w ere accepted in 
November, 1916. 
The norm al seat­ 
ing capacity is 2100, m axim um 2500. 
The building is 180 feet long and 96 
feet wide and the stage is 12x27. The 
nam e was selected in honor of Judge 
John I. Guion, chairm an of the board 
of directors, an elegant gentlem an of 
the old school. 
Mr. D erden Ford, music director of 
the college, sang “ Danny Dover,” and 
was loudly applauded. 
M ajor L. L. M clnnis, one of the 
men who, of B ryan citizens, has been 
longest identified w ith the college, 
having been one of the instructors 
v,ome IO years ago, spoke on “ Some 
Recollections.” 
lie first comm ented 
on the fact th a t the boys w ore this 
m orning the cadet blue tro u sers and 
w hite sh irts and said it took him back 
40 years when the uniform was rig id ­ 
ly required an the blouse was worn 
buttoned up all the tim e. The idea of 
the necessity of giving m ilitary tra in ­ 
ing to the youth now gaining w ide­ 
spread popularity, 
w as recognized 
long ago by the pioneers in control 
of the college. 
In those days one 
m an had v a r ia te d subjects to teach, 
one professor teaching m athem atics, 
agronom y, science and oth er subjects, 
he said, too num erous to m ention. This 
was one of the pioneer agricltural 
colleges, few educators having little 
if any knowledge of w hat such a col­ 
lege should consist. The I 
ed Oct. 5, 18 TG, with five merribers 
of the faculty, one president, sir stu ­ 
dents, one building, a farm house, one 
mule and a second-hand com pass. I he 
legislature had little conception 
of 
w hat the college should consist. But it 
grow and soon new buildings w ere re ­ 
quired. 
Many men now 
prom inent 
were m entioned as form er students of 
the college, am ong them P ostm aster 
G eneral Burleson. 
The appropriation 
at th at tim e w as $15,000 to run the 
school two years. 
Tho faculty was 
made up of men of strong personality 
and there was luck of harm ony. 
In 
1887 the first big appropriation, $10,- 
000, was m ade, 
The college 
was 
grow ing in opposition 
to criticism , 
mans holding th at the colege should 
be self-supporting. 
In 1887 congress 
passed the Hatch bill th a t brought to 
the college $15,000, and under th a t act 
Dr. M ark Flan*-is came to the in stitu ­ 
tion. Th** old assem bly hall vias built 
us a resu lt of federal reim bursem ent 


to Texas fo r having protected the bor­ 
der ag ain st Indians, a fte r the w ar be­ 
tw een the states. 
M ajor M clnnis said 
he has attended every com m encem ent 
since he cam e to the institution. The 
grow th of the college he likened unto 
th a t of a m an, and it is now in its 
young manhood. 
Lack’s “Valse A rabesque,” w as a 
piano solo given excellently by Mrs. 
C harles Friley. 
Dr. Bizzell recited tho difficulties 
experienced in g ettin g 
the building 
complete*!, it having been contracted 
for delivery Ju ly I of last year. 
The doctor then elucidated and en­ 
larged upon the inscription on 
the 
building, which w as taken from the 
words of Shakespeare, “ Ignorance 
is 
the curse of God, knowledge the w ings 
whereby to fly to heaven.” 
Dr. Bizzell, v.’ith a story, introduced 
Judge (lion. Tile judge said th at when 
G eneral Pershing m arches the victori­ 
ous A m ericans down the streets of 
Berlin he will feel no g reater 
pride 
than on this occasion. 
Ile felt th at 
as a proud m an he had a rig h t to 
feel proud. 
The history of the col­ 
lege, its rise to a standing the supe­ 
rior of all in th*’ south and the tu rn ­ 
ing from its doors men of greatness 
and unfailing honor, to be chairm an 
of its directors and to have engraved 
on on*- of its m agnificent m onum ental 
buildings his nam e, he had a rig h t to 
feel proud. 
The state university has 
no w an n er friend than him selt, and he 
w ants to see it grow’ w ithout je a l­ 
ousies but he w ants it a university of 
the first class, and not an overgrow n 
college. 
“The only reason I know for the 
heaping of this honor upon me is the 
love and the devotion of an hum ble 
h eart for this institution,” he said. 
ll*- spoke in • •xtollation of Dr. Bizzell 
and the present board. 
“ I respect, I 
honor and I love every one of them . 
The lifting of the college from a 
mudhole in 1911 and m aking it the 
beauty spot it is, Im said, will be con­ 
tinued under th '1 direction of W . B. 
Bizzell until nothing in ten years will 
excell it. 
The love and devotion of 
Dean W endell Spencer fo r the in stitu ­ 
tion should entitle his nam e on a 
building.

PART IN ROBBY MEETING 


Mrs M. W. Sims Introduced Governor Hobby to 
a Large Audience in the Colonial theatre 
Last Night—Governor (rave a Good Account 
of His Stewardship. 


From Tuesday's I'aily Eagle 
For the first time in Bryan women 
took an active part in a political meet­ 
ing of statewide significance. Gover­ 
nor Hobby spoke in the Colonial the­ 
ater last night and on the stage wert' 
about as many women as men and 
the audience was m ade up ol about 
equal proportions of both sexes. 
I he 
governor was introduced by a woman, 
Mrs. M. VV. Sims, and it was pointed 
out by her and the governor that at 
this particular time the women who 
are left behind to look after affairs 
should be privileged to vote. 
Governor Hobby arrived by a u to 
about 8 o’clock, having come overland 
from Hearne accompanied by 
Mrs. 
Hobby, Adjutant General Hurley, Cap­ 
tain Lowe and piloted by E. H. Astin. 
He was originally scheduled to have 
come by train to the college, but when 
the speaking was arranged at 
the 
eleventh hour and the weather was 
so delightful for autoing it was de­ 
cided'to change the program. 
After 
the speaking the governor and party 
were taken to the college where they 
attended the final ball anil met the 
college contingent. 
On the stage were lion. VV. C. Da­ 
vis, Mrs. M. VV- Sims, Mr. and Mr 
H. O. Boatwright, Mr. and Mrs. E. J. 
Fountain, Mr. and Mrs. Ed Hall, Mrs. 
VV. G. Taliafero, Major and Mrs. L. L. 
Mclnnis, H. L. M idnight, Mi. and 
Mrs. John M. Lawrence, Mrs. D. F 
Dansby, Mr. and Mrs. R. O. Allen, Mr 
and Mrs. T. It. Batte, Mrs. A. J. Buch­ 
anan, A. B. O’Flaherty. 
In introducing Mrs. Sims, Mr. Davis 
brought applause when he said it, 
it 
is a pleasure to have with us th* 
present and the futur. governor of 
Texas.’’ 
He described the governor 
as a man who has the courage of his 
convictions, resulting in giving 
iii' 
army the ten-mile zone. 
He reasoned 
that if prohibition is good for the sol­ 
diers it ought to be a good thing for 
the civilians, and hence we have state­ 
wide prohibition. 
As a Crowning cli­ 
max to his record he gave the women 
the right of suffrage in party pri­ 
maries. 
Mrs. Sims in introducing the gover­ 
n or stated that she had been highly 
honored in having been made chair­ 
man of the Women’s Hobby club of 
Brazos county, “And if I fail tn cttiry 
Brazos county for Governor Hobby it 
will be the first time I have foiled in 
any 
undertaking. 
Every 
woman 
should make it her special duty to vote 
for Governor Hobby in July for if w< 
do not we will have Jim Ferguson. 
Governor Hobby said he would be 
glad to come to Brazos county Under 
any conditions. Brazos county makes 
up in quality what it lacks in quantity. 
It is the home of ed u cation in texas. 
“I look upon Brazos county as 
the 
heart of Texas, throbbing for I hat 
which is good for our country and oui 
state.” 
. 
Speaking of having come into the 
office of governor under adverse con­ 
ditions, with disorder and uncertainty 
in every departm ent and the doors of 
the university seemingly about 
to 
close, he said, “I feel that I came in 
in a storm, hit the tail of a cyclon* 
and have been riding a hurricane evi r 
since, but I feel that un the lf.th 
'it July there will be a tidal wave that 
will sweep away the opponents of de­ 
mocracy and carry them into the Cult 
of Mexico.” 
This drew tremendous 
applause. 
Declaring that more had been ac­ 
complished in the past eight months, 
during his occupancy of the gover­ 
nor’s chuir, than in years before, he 
recited what had been accomplished 
In these times of war government lur 
the nation and the .state i> more tiy 
mg than at any other time. 
I he gov­ 
ernm ent of Texas is a more serious 
proposition than in any other state 
or the union. Texas produces a fourth 
of the m aterial u se d for making cloth, 
is the leading 
state in rice, corn, 
wheat, feed stuffs and live stock - 
food products that go to feed 
the 
armies.

line of any state in the Union, and 
the longest international 
boundary, 
this presenting the only opportunity 
for the entrance into this country of 
the Germans to plunder, pillage and 
murder as they have done in Belgium 
and France. 
Our state 
has more 
troops in training than any 
other 
state, having one-seventh 
to 
one- 
eighth of the entire army. 
“I want to see a Texas 
brigade 
made up of Texans with broad brim ­ 
m ed hats, led by a Texas general, 
march right in and capture the palace 
iii Berlin, plant old glory above it and 
plant the kaiser beneath it. 
While 
I am governor I shall do everything 
possible on land and sea, in the air 
and under the sea for the successful 
prosecution of the war.” 
He recounted the work of the spe­ 
cial session oi the legislature which 
he declared had a record for service 
not equalled by any other session in 
its history. He told of the prohibition 
laws that settled a question w hich had 
split the state for the past ten years 
or more, of the passage of laws for 
the moral protection and the health 
of the men of the camps. 
As to pro­ 
hibition he declared the people want 
ed it, 90 or 95 per cent of them hav 
ing voted for local option. He be­ 
lieved it a proper measure for the 
conserving of foodstuffs of the state. 
“On the 26th of next month, less 
than 30 days hence, it will be against 
the law to sell liquor within the broad 
confines of this state, 
he said, ^ and 
was loudly applauded. 
‘‘The liquor 
interests have criticised me for this 
imd declared I was playing politics. If 
to conform to the will oi the people 
as they have undoubtedly expressed 
themselves is playing politics, then I 
will continue to play politics for all 
time,” he declared, and was again 
loudly applauded. 
“I would rather 
approve a law for the purity and bet­ 
term ent of the state than be governor 
of all 48 states,” he said. 
He said that the state, to help the 
United States government, had invest­ 
ed $8,000,000 in federal .securities, the 
interest on which amounts to about 
$1000 a day, ‘‘and I want to ask you 
if that isn’t better than putting the 
money in the Temple State bank anil 
letting the bank draw the interest? 
He referred briefly to the disloyalty 
law and the law prohibiting the teach­ 
ing of German or any other foreign 
language in the lower grades, the law 
r< quiring that women employes .-'hall 
have healthful and moral surroundings 
and then he launched into a discussion 
of the equal suffrage law, which he 
characterized as the crowning achieve­ 
ment of his adm inistration. 
I here is 
no more appropriate time for 
this 
than now, when the men of the army 
anil navy are prohibited from voting 
in Texas, but who are fighting for 
the liberty of the world. 
Who better 
can represent them at the polls than 
their mothers, sisters 
anil 
w Ives . 
‘‘Nothing would give me greater satis­ 
faction next January than to know 
that I got my commission from the 
men and women, both, of loxas, 
he 
declared* 
“Experience has taught us,” he said, 
“that war and experience come togeth­ 
er. 
I have spoken of war, anil now 
I will tell 
you of the pestilence.” 
Ile read from Ferguson’* Forum the 
tatem ent that the autocracy of the 
university of lexas is worse than that 
of the Germans, and declared that no 
university, no college anywhere can 
In* worse than that of the Hun. 
"I 
a k you if it is as important to over­ 
throw any school anywhere as it is to 
overthrow the kaiser?” 
He launched into a discussion of 
Ferguson’s official record, saying he 
would not engage in personalities and 
confine himself to that record. 
He 
then went on to show that Ferguson 
had borrowed, according to the record, 
$170,000 from the Temple State bank, 
w he reus all by law he could borrow 
was $37,500. 
The borrow ings of the 
governor were based on the amount 
of state money he deposited am ount­ 
ing in the aggregate 
to 
$750,000, 
which was done in violation of law 
that required state monies to be di 
posited across the hall in the office of 
tile s t a t e treasury. “As long as I am 
governor state money will be deposit 
ed across the hall, ’ said Mr. Hobby. 
Ferguson, he said, had been threi 
times tried and three times found guil­ 
ty of misapplication and m isappropria 
tion of public funds. 
Discussion of the university of Tex 
as, he said, is not an issue in this 
campaign, but is merely camouflage 
The question is whether the board of 
directors shall do as they ure required 
by law to do, conduct the affairs of 
the university, or whether the gover 
nor shall do that.

Dr. M. EL Weaver as pastor of tho 
E’irst Baptist church. Friends Were in 
attendantc from as far south as Wal­ 
ler and as far oast as Madisonville. 
After som e pleasant reminiscences 
as pastor of the church he admonished 
the church to stand true to the Bap­ 
tist principles of democracy for which 
the a1 lies are today contending and 
for which many of our faithful fathers 
died. 
He said autocracy and curtail- 
ization are as bad in religion as in 
politics and should be condemned as 
much in one as in the other. 
The text used for the occasion was 
taken from Ephesians 5:27, and 
the 
subject was "The Glorious Church.” 
It was stated by the pastor that the 
object in preaching on this subject w-as 
not so much to speak of the peculiar 
doctrines of the Baptist faith as to 
hold up and exhibit the ideal church, 
the hope and aspiration of every true 
believer. 
He said in part: 
“The church, the 
bride of Christ, is a glorious church in 
its origin, originating in the mind of 
God, the father, in the beginning of 
the race and built by Christ himself 
and propagated by the apostles, early 
disciples and men of God down to the 
present day. 
“ It is glorious in its offices an I 
ordinances. The scriptural offices a r; 
just two, viz: pastor and deacons. The 
pastor otherwise spoken of as over­ 
seer, under-shepherd 
and angel, all 
endearing terms, and the 
deacon, 
what a glorious life of service is his. 
His reward is spoken of in 
these 
words: ‘For they that have used the 
office of a deacon will purchase to 
themselves a good degree and great 
boldness in the faith, which 
is 
in 
Christ Jesus.’ 
The ordinances 
of 
baptism and the 
Lord’s supper 
are 
glorious in their beauty and solemnity. 
Dead to the world of sin and shame 
and alive to walk in the m aster’s foot 
prints with an ordinance to keep fresh 
in our memory his broken body and 
spilt blood. 
“ Finally the church is glorious in 
its mission. This is the unselfish ser­ 
vice of winning the lost to Jesus and 
to a glorious Christian life.

“Neighbor, I tried to save you, I did 
my best to save you.” 
There was scarcely a dry eye when 
the service closed. Two came forward 
and united with the church for bap­ 
tism at the close of the service. 
It was indeed an inspiring service 
and an occasion long to be remem­ 
bered by the peopl» of Bryan.

Drait registrants who are not 
engaged in a useful occupation wifi be given the 
choice of a new job or hie army. The regulations 
hold that professional base ball players are not 
usefully engaged and must get new jobs or join the 
army.

Gamblers, race track and bucket* shop atten­ 
dants head the list of those to be reached by regu­ 
lation. 
It also includes bar tenders, theatre ush­ 
ers, elevator operators, club and hotel attendants 
and store clerks. 
Deferred classification on account of depend­ 
ents will be disregarded in applying the new rule. 
A man may be at the bottom of a class or in class 
four but if he is within the regulations and refuses 
to take regular employment he will be given a new 
number in class one. Local boards are authoriz­ 
ed to use discretion only where they find an en­ 
forced change of employment would make a hard­ 
ship on dependants. 
Theatrical performers are excepted from the 
regulations at direction of Secretary Baker who 
said the people cannot do without all amusement 
and other amusements could be dispensed with 
more readily. 
Slackers who leave the country to escape the 
draft will be prosecuted under the selective ser­ 
vice Act on their return, Attorney General Greg­ 
ory announces.
